AIR RIGHTS APPROVED At long last, The Hospital for Special Surgery, 


The New York Hospital-Cornell Medical School, 
and Rockefeller University have been successful in achieving the air 
meemeseover the Franklin D. Roosevelt Drive. On April 2, 1973, ata 
special hearing, the New York City Board of Esti- 
mate granted approval for the conveyance to our 
institutions, of the air space that extends along 
the Drive from 62nd Street to midway between 71st 
and 72nd Streets. This conveyance of air rights 
was the culmination of many years of careful and 
difficult planning and negotiation by our insti- 
tutions. 


The paramount purpose of the Air Rights Project 
has been to insure the future capability of the 
York Avenue institutions to accommodate the 
necessary expansion of existing facilities in 
order to provide the most modern and efficient 
health care, training, research, and education- 
al programs available anywhere in the world. 
Additionally, the acquisition af Air Rights will Mr. T. Gordon Young 


enable all of the York Avenue in- 
stitutions to remain in the neigh- 
borhood, continue integration of 
services, staff, and programs and 
thereby sustain the invaluable 
tradition of these inter-relation- 
ships presently existing amongst 
our community. With the acquis- 
ition of air rights, these goals 
are now attainable. For HSS, it 
means that long-range plans for 
the future of total patient care 
in orthopedics and rheumatic dis- 
ease may now become a reality. 
Mr. T. Gordon Young stated before 
the Board of Estimate that "with 
the conveyance of air space to 
our hospital, we will be assured 
of a solution to our prospective 
needs. Though we have no immed- 
iate building plans for expansion 
over the F.D.R. Drive, upon the 
conveyance, such a utilization of 
the air space would be the most 
feasible procedure to follow." 


Although the need for hospital 
expansion and modernization was 
universally recognized, the air 
rights issue did face some con- 
troversy by citizens who feared 
potential future risk of tenant 
dislocation in the neighborhood 
west of York Avenue. In the face 
of community objection, the con- 
veyance of the air rights would 
not have been possible except for 
the active and determined partic- 
ipation by hospital staff and 
friends. Many persons from the 
hospitals, community, educational, 
and governmental agancies and 
schools spoke in behalf of our 
institutions' expansion plans. 
Mr. Young, in conjunction with 
the medical and administrative 
heads of the York Avenue institu- 
tions, extended a special vote of 
thanks to all of those HSS staff 
members and friends who attended 
the Board of Estimate hearings on 
March 22nd and April 2nd and par- 
ticularly to those who spoke be- 
fore the Board of Estimate in 
Support of the air rights propos- 
al. Representatives who made 
presentations before the Board of 


Estimate included Mr. Joseph 
Lukas, Engineering Department and 
Mrs. Newcomb Cole, HSS Women's 
Auxiliary. Their fine efforts 
are deeply appreciated as their 
visibility has substantially con- 
tributed to the winning of our 
cause!
